are advancing against tile Russians in 
East Galicia, Bukowina and along the 
Moldavian frontier the allied offensive 
on th** Western front apparently Is on 
the nerves of the German emperor.

Aug. S.—Full Informa 
tion concerning food conditions In the 
Northern European neutral countries 
has been asked of the neutrals by the 
United States in notes handed to their 
diplomatic representatives here. 
The American government’s plans 
for rationing the neutrals through its 
control of exports will be determined 
after replies are received.

production capacity and 
details of

last few years. 
The intention of the United States 
is to hold food exports to the neutrals 
to the barest necessities to prevent 
American foodstuffs or food they re­ 
place from reaching Gar many.

The president of the United States 
must he the dual arbiter uud sole Judge 
in everything pertaining to the war, 
although he will work through a great 
inuuy subordinates. 
Neither a commit­ 
tee of congress nor a commission of 
business men can conduct the war, 
hut It Is likely that such bodies may 
prove useful. 


Confidanc* In Himself. 
President Wllsou has absolute cond 
deuce In himself and bus no doubt that 
he can conduct the war to a successful 
conclusion. 
While he Is willing to hear 
advice, he promise* to take It from 
those whom he has selected to advise 
him Ills cabinet officers and the va 
rlous 
commissions 
aud 
committee's 
which he has created. 
No doubt he is willing to accept ad 
vice from members of congress Indl 
vldually, hut he Is not anxious to have 
a co-ordinate branch of tbs government 
trylug to tell him how to manage the 
war, especially lf It Is a legally ctw 
stunted commission, sin h as was pro­ 
vided for Iii the Weeks amendment to 
ttie food control bill. 
The president heretofore has been 
strong enough with congress to have 
his own way, aud It Is likely that he 
will he able to continue that policy as 
long as he la president.
